WIT Gas to 
Be Removed 
From Okinawa

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


removal of American poisonous 
war gases from Okinawa may 
involve shipment of upwards of 
10,000 tons of packaged mate* 
rials in the United States, ac- 
cording to Pentagon sources. 


The scope of the shipment 


was barely hinted at Tuesday in 
a Pentagon announcement that 
lethal chemical weapons in Oki« 
nawa would be relocated in this 
country beginning this month or 
in January. 


The Pentagon said only that 


five shipments would be needed 
to complete the pullout ordered 
last July after 24 Americans on 
the island had a brush with 
death from a leaky nerve gas 
container. 


Although the quantities were 


not officially disclosed, Penta- 
gon sources said the first ship- 
load will weigh about 2,000 
tons, including crating and pro- 
tective packaging. The four sub- 
sequent 
shiploads 
by 
next 


spring are expected to be rough- 
ly the same size, the sources 
said. 


The Army cited military secu- 


rity reasons for not publicly 
stating how much gas was in- 
volved but it appeared likely of- 
ficers were aware of the poten- 
tial for a new controversy to 
arise over gas shipments. 


Earlier this year the Army 


ran into strong criticism from 
some members 
of Congress 


over a plan to transport 27,000 
tons of obsolete gases from Col- 
orado east for dumping in the 
Atlantic Ocean off New Jersey. 


Public fears of a catastrophic 


accident in populated a r e a s 
prompted the Pentagon to seek 
alternatives. In June the Na-' 
tional Academy of Science sug- 
gested the Army try to dispose 
of the obsolete materials by 
such means as dismantling gas 
bomblets and burning their con- 
tents. 


The Pentagon said the Okina- 


wa gases—lethal GB and VX 
nerve gases and mustard gas— 
a blister agent—would arrive at 
a naval depot in Bangor, Wash., 
then go by train 240 miles to an 
Army depot at Umatilla, Ore. 
This would appear to involve 
about 200 rails cars.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ray- 


mond H. Lapin says he was 
fired by President Nixon-as 
'head of the Federal 'National 
Mortgage Association in order 
to open a lucrative job for an 
administration supporter. 


Nixon fired Lapin Tuesday as 


head of the unique mortgage- 
buying agency—a neither-pub- 
lic-nor-private organization La- 
pin thought should be more pri- 
vate and the administration, 
particularly Housing Secretary 
George Roniney, thought should 
be more attuned to government. 


Lapin, vowing that "I intend 


to fight," made clear he had no 
intention of fading quietly away. 


Fannie Mae, as the FNMA is 


usually known, is charged pri- 
marily with 
buying 
FHA and 


VA-insued 
home 
mortgages 


from leaders, thus putting more 
money into the 
mortgage mar- 


ket. 


The supply— running at an an- 


nual rate of about $10 billion 
this year—has been credited 
with keeping the 1969 housing 
market afloat during the cur- 
rent credit crunch, 


Nixon's letter of dismissal said 


simply that "you are hereby re- 
moved for good cause." 


Lapin1 s view is different. He 


sees it, he sad, as an effort to 
ooen the lob— which would car- 
ry an $85,000 yearly salary for 
a Nixon appointee. 


A wealthy mo'rtgage banker, 


Lapin said he has kept his sa- 
lary at the level it was when 
FNMA was part of the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, 
plus 
regular 
in- 


creases, and it is now in the 
$40,000 range. 


The White House said Lapin's 


firing was backed by Romney 
and the unanimous opinion of 
FNMA's other directors, eight 
men who either work for the 
Nixon administration, were ap- 
pointed by it, or were asked by 
the White House to stand for 
election by the stockholders. 


Although he did not cite it as 


a cause for his dismissal, Lapin 
was active in California politics 
before he joined the government 
in 1DG7. He said he contributed 
to several Democratic cam- 
paigns—including former Gov.

SO HE STRIKES BACK 


Dear Helen: I was sent up on 


a felony charge (drugs), and while 
in the state prison, I was under 
psycho treatment at the hospital. 
So you can see, I have three 
strikes against me when looking 
for a job. 


The work my parole officer 


got for me kept me from starving, 
but 
when I 
figured I was re- 


habilitated, 
I went back to col- 


lege at nights, and decided to 
make something of my life. 


That's when I struck trouble. 


Each time I filled out an appli- 
cation, I told the truth. 
Yes, I 


served time. 
Yes, I had ex- 


perienced mental illness. Yes, 
I'd 
been mixed up with dope. 


And it always came out the 


same: 
"Sorry, the position has 


already been filled." 
Any kind 


of responsible work 
was out, 


for an ex-con from the nut farm. 
It didn't 
matter 
that I had 


high recommendations from my 
college professors, 
or friends 


who knew I was straight, and also 
capable. 


Finally, I decided that if this 


was the way they played, I'd 
play along. On the next applica- 
tion (in a different city), I an- 
swered 
"No" to all those 


questions. 
And I got the job! 


I did well. Got several pro- 


motions. 
My bosses indicated 


I was going up. 
And then it all 


went up in smoke! I was called 
in by the management, told that 
because 
I 
had 
"falsified my 


application" I was terminated. 


I asked them whether 1 would 


have got the job in the first place, 
had I told the truth, but somehow 
they didn't get around to answer- 
ing that question. 


So I' m out on the street, again, 


Later, on NBC's "First Tues-

glasses for six years. Would 
contact lenses scratch my 
eyes? 


A—Not if they are clean 


and are properly 
inserted. 


But they may cause some 
minor irritation until you get 
used to them. 


Q—Must a p e r s o n with 


severe progressive myopia 
who wears c o n t a c t lenses 
eventually wear bifocal con- 
tact lenses or must he wear 
supplemental spectacles for 
reading? 


A—Although bifocal con- 


tact lenses are thicker than 
the conventional type, more 
d i f f i c u l t to fit and more 
likely to irritate the conjunc- 
tiva, some persons are able 
to make the necessary ad- 
justment. 


Q_Would scleral contact 


lenses help a person whose 
eyelids turn inward? 


A—They would be worth a 


trial. 


Q—What are the reasons 


why a person should not 
wear contact lenses? Could 
a p e r s o n with glaucoma 
wear them? 


A—An irregular or scarred 


cornea and a tendency to 
conjunctivitis are the chief 
reasons why a person could 


not wear contact 1 a n s e s. 
Glaucoma would hot be such 
a reason. 
. 


Q—My doctor is giving me 


Eutonyl for high blood pres- 
sure. He says I shouldn't eat 
cheese while F am faking 
this drug. What Would hap- 
pen if I got a little cheese 
inadvertently? 


A-^Cheesc and such foods 


as pickled herring, Chiantl 
wine, pods of broad beans 
and chicken livers contain 
tyramine, a substance that 
increases the blood pressure. 
In p e r s o n s who are not 
taking Eutonyl, e n z y m e s 
quickly break down the tyra- 
mine and 
Ho harmful in- 


crease in blood pressure oc- 
curs. But the drug interferes 
with the action of these en- 
zymes and a serious in- 
crease in b 1 o o d pressure 
may result. A small amount 
of cheese taken inadvertent- 
ly would probably not hurt 
you but you should not know- 
ingly take any chances.

Publicity Ban 
on Massacre 
Ruled Out

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


U.S. Court of Military Appeals 
has ruled out a ban on further 
news and pictures about the al« 
leged massacre of South Viet- 
namese civilians at the village 
of My Lai. 


Tuesday's unanimous decision 


emphasized that the colonel who 
will preside at the court-martial 
of 1st Lt. William L. Galley Jr. 
seems to have all the power he 
needs to screen out any prejudi- 
cial publicity. 


Publishers have the job of 


seeing that news stories are 
proper and accurate, the deci- 
sion said, and military judges 
have the job of guarding courts- 
martial against outside influ- 
ences. 


The ruling seems to support 


the view that gags on the press 
have not been authorized by the 
Supreme Court and are proba- 
bly unnecessary to assure a de- 
fendant a fair trial. 


Moreover, the decision evi- 


dently does not accept the popu- 
lar notion that a clash between 
the public's right to know and 
the defendant's right to a fair 
trial is inevitable. 


Maj. Kenneth A. Raby, Gal- 


ley's military defense counsel, 
and Capt. Aubrey M. Daniel III, 
the prosecutor, had asked joint- 
ly that the court issue a pre- 
trial 
injunction 
against 
all 


American radio and television 
networks and stations, news 
services, newspapers and maga- 
zines. 


They would have been or- 


dered "to cease disseminating 
... any accounts, quotations, or 
statements by any person con- 
cerning any acts or events 
which were allegedly witnessed 
by him or her" in the Vietnam 
village March 1C, 1968. * 


They also would have prohib- 


ited use of "any photographs, 
sketches, or other pictorial re- 
productions purporting to repre- 
sent the bodies of persons al- 
legedly killed in the village." 


Galley, now stationed at Ft. 


Benning, Ga., has been charged 
with the murder of 109 Viet- 
namese civilians in the village 
that day. He was then an Army 
platoon leader. 


In refusing to grant the in- 


junction, Chief Judge Robert E. 
Quinn and Judges Homer Fer- 
guson nnd William H. Darden 
looked to orders already issued 
by Lt. Col. Reid W. Kennedy, 
who will preside, the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice and the 
Supreme Court's decision in the 
case of Dr. Samuel H. Shep- 
pard.

gsen. Albert Gore, D«Tenn., was 
written into the tax reform bill 
in the face of a warning from 
President 
Nixon Tuesday that 


he might veto a tax bill with 
such an amendment In it. 


Sponsors of the proposal em- 


phasized that the final form of 
tax reduction still would have to 
be worked out In a Senate-House 
conference on the legislation. 


They said that, if some form 


of increase In the exemption is 
included, it can be done in a 
way to make it acceptable to 
Nixon. 


Adoption of Gore's proposal 


followed Senate rejection, by a 
72-23 vote, of an alternative plan 
proposed by Sen. Charles H. 
Percy, R-I11., to spread the tax 
cuts over a longer period of 
time, 


Percy proposed to increase 


the personal exemption $50 a 
year for three years, to a top of 
750. His plan, unlike Gore's, 


also would have cut some In* 
come tax rates. 


The Gore amendment substi- 


tuted 'the increased personal ex« 
emption for all the rate cuts 
proposed by the Senate Finance 
Committee. Us adoption marked 
the first change by the Senate in 
the committee proposals. 


Percy's original proposal was 


for an increase in the personal 
exemption from $600 to $800 at 
the rate of $50 a year. But just 
before the voting, the maximum 
WAS cut back to $750. 


Senate leaders had honed to 


settle the question of the form of 
tax cuts In the big tax reform 
package Tuesday, but an after- 
noon of parliamentary maneu- 
vering and political bickering 
yielded only an agreement to 
vote on the various proposals to- 
day. 


Both sides were seeking the 


credit for a politically popular 
move—an increase in the $600 
personal exemption for the first 
time In 21 years.

Rumsfeld supported that 


bill, which would authorize $2.3 
billion for each of the next two 
years for a variety of programs 
to fight poverty.

tough vote," said Rumsfeld, 
who was trying Tuesday to line 
up Republican support for the 
administration position.

critics of the program.

trict town in the Mekong Delta 
today, but 300 militiamen, po- 
lice, civilians and government

workers 
repelled 


them and claimed 150 of the at- 
tackers killed. 


Field reports said 29 of the de- 


fenders were killed, 15 of them 
civilians, and another 50 per- 
sons were wounded, 30 of them 
civilians. 


It was the biggest enemy as- 


sault in the delta in six months. 


The attack on Tuyen Binh, 58 


miles west of Saigon, began 
with a nightlong barrage of 
nearly 300 rockets and mortar 
rounds from across the Cambo- 
dian border 800 yards away. 
Then as many as 500 North Viet- 
namese army regulars followed 
up with three ground assaults, 
storming 
the town from all 


sides. 


The third and final assault 


came at daylight. 


The North Vietnamese with- 


drew into Cambodia after the 
five-hour 
fight, leaving many 


dead hanging on the barbed 
wire perimeter. Some North 
Vietnamese broke through the 
perimeter but were cut down. 


American advisers said the 


"defenders 
acquitted 
them- 


selves extremely well." They 
considered the victory signifi- 
cant because of a number of 
government reverses in the del- 
ta since American infantrymen 
were withdrawn from the region 
last summer as part of the Viet- 
namization program. 


The advisers speculated that 


the attack was a "training exer-

States signed the latest apology 
"in the humanitarian interest of 
securing the release of the 
crewmen," Then in repudiation 
of the admission of criminality, 
the statement said: 


1. The United States has con- 


sistently acknowledged that the 
small unarmed helicopter inad- 
vertently crossed the truce zone 
without hostile intent when the 
pilot became disoriented. 


2. It was obvious that a small 


unarmed helicopter would not 
be deliberately sent into hostile 
territory. 


3. It was obvious that there
